CHICAGO'S FIRST GREAT 
CONVENTION. 

By A. W. MACY. 
The river 2nd harbor bill pass- 
ed by eengress in 1846 wa« ve- 
toed by President Polk, chiefly 
on the ground of economy. This 
veto stirred up a great commo- 
tion all over the country, espe- 
cially throughout the northwest; 
and a "harbor and river conven- 
tion" was called to meet at Chi- 
cago In July, 1S47 It HOB a 
great gathering, attended by sev- 
eral thousand delegates. Indiana 
alone sent 223, and Illinois 
more than 1,0pp. Among the 
delegates ?fterw«rd p ominent 
In national affaira were Horace 
Greeley. Thomas Corwin, Schuy- 
ler Colfax and Abraham Unjcoln. 
8trong resolutions wer* adopted 
favoring internal improvement!, 
especially these relating to 
transportation by wate - . It was 
the first convention of national 
Imporlance ever held at Chicago, 
and for the first time the eye; of 
the whole country were turnsd 
towcrd that city. Come one has 
•aid this convention was the 
M.-r.sng point of Chicago's won- 
derful picspcrity. The president 
of the convention was Edward 
E-.tes of Miscourl. In hit even- 
ing address he clluded to rail- 
rcad«, remaining that he had 
never yet eeen one. Fourteen 
years l^ler he trpve'cd by rail to
